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The present publication continues the seriee of annual 

land-grant coU^^e repoits which had their beginning with the eetab- 
liahment of the Office of Education in l'867. This series presents an 
unbroken detailed record, from 1867 on, of the staff, studente, incoiqe, 
expenditures, and property of an important segment of higher educa- 
tion ‘in the United States. No other national series of statistical 
reports in higher education compare with this one in s«)pe and histor- 
ical continuity. In no other report of the Office of Education and for 
no other group of hi^er educational institutions is the statistical 
information that is presented for individual institutions as complete 
as in the present publication. 

Attention is called to a change in the tabular presentation. In the 
past an 8-page table was pr^ented recording the number of d^rees in 
agriculture, architecture, commerce, dentistry, education, engineering, 
etc., granted by each land-grant institution. This table, however, has 
in recent years duplicated^ information which is, available in another 
annual publication entitled "Earntd Degreet Cor\f erred by Higher 
EdvcaHowd For this reason and in the interest of 

economy, the detailed table by individual institutions has been elimi- 
nated. Data on earned degrees, for the land-grant institutions as a 
group, are given in table 7. 

In number, the land-grant institutions in the United States are 
few-^y 69 of a total of about 1,900 higher educational institutions. 
This small number of institutions^ however, included in the fall of 
1962 iu> less than 18 percent of the total college enrollment. The 
land-grant institutions oonfored 22 percent of all degrees (other than 
honorary) granted in the academic year 1962-53. Moreover, the 
land-grant institutions in the United States are varied in nature, 
ranging from such veiy broad public and p^vate institutions as the 
University of California and Cornell University, to more specialized 
institutions such as the Colorado Agricultural and Mechanical CoU^, 
Iowa State College, and the Massachusetts Institute of Technology! 
Many of the land-grant institutions are huge; some (especially Rmnng 
the Negro institutions) are rather small. Thus, the land-grant 
institutions constitute not ody an important segment of all higher * 
education in the Nation, but, within limita, a varied s^pnent. This

THE PROVISIONS of the MonilhAct of 1862, the income 
from certain public lands, or the equivalent in script, was granted to 
- the States for the advancement of instruction in agriculture and the 
mechanic arts in at least one college in each State. Subsequent acts 
expanded the scope and increaMd the Federal support of the colleges 
,and universities participating in the land grants. Provisions of the 
Federal acts as they pertain to the land-grant institutions are explained 
in Land-Grant ColUget^nd Unwertitiea, Bulletin 1952, No. 21, 

One of the functions of the Office of Education, since its establish- 
ment-in 1867, has been to collect and .disseminate information on the 
l^d-grant institutions. In this bulletin are presented data on staff, 
students, earned degrees conferred, income, expenditures, endowment, 
'^and physical plant facilities of the 60 land-^jant institutions for the 
year ended June 30, 1953. The 69 institutions represent one college 
or university in each of the 31 States which do not maintain separate 
schools for white and Negro students (except for Massachusetts where 
thei^ are 2 land-grant institutions), 2 in each of the 17 States which'* 
do maintain separate schools for white and Negro students, and 1. each 
in the Territories of Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. 

Generally speaking, the land-grant institutions are colleges and uni- 
vcraties under State control. Universities with varying degrees of 
private control, however, are utilized as land^ant institutions in 
Delaware, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, and Vermont. In « 
Massachusetto both the University of ^a^achusetts (public) and the 
hlassadiusetts Institute of Technology (private) participate in the 
land-grant funds. 

Data for the ^9 institutions (tables 1-18) are divided into two 
groups, '*52 institutions" and "17 institutions for Negro^.’^ The 
term "52 institutions" is used when referring to the 32 institutions in

In the 62 institutions, 37.1 percent of the 338,394 undergraduate 
students (table 3) enrolled in the regular session 1962-53 were in. Arts 
and Sciences. The remaining 62.9 percent were in the professional 
schools and were divided among 16 fields of study and an "Other 
professional” group. Among the professional fields, Engineering had 
the largest enrollment; it acrounted for one^th of Uie undergrad- 
uates. There were increases in enrollment in all except four fields of 
atudy--Agriculture, Education, Law, and Pharmacy. Three fields 
increased more than 10 percent: Medicine, 11.9 percent; Nursing, 12.0 
percent; and Engineering, 10.3 percent. 

In the 17 institutioDS for Negroes, 37.2 percent of the 23,038 under- 
graduate students (table 3} enrolled in the regular session 1962-53 
were in Arts and Sciences. The remaining 62.8 percent were in the 
professional schools and were distributed among 10 fields of study 
and an'^Other professional” daasification. Enrollments in Elducation, 
which accounted for about one-third (29.0 percent) of all under- 
graduate enrollment, increased from 6,704 in 1951-62 to 6,690 in 
1962-53, an increase of 17.3 percent. 

Dsorsbs (table 7), — ^During the year ended June 30, 1963, badielor’s 
and first professional d^;rees conferred by the 69 land-grant instAtu- 
tiona numbered 65,249, a decrease of 8.9 percent from the year ended 
June 30, 1952.* the graduate lsvel,^the land-grant institutioM 
granted 14,198 master’s and seoond professional degrees (a decrease 
of 9.3'psroeiit from 1951-62} and 3,126 doctor’s deg;rees (an increase 
of llA percent over the preoeding year). In all, the net decrease in 
the number degrees granted on all levels combined was 8.3 percenL 
the earned degrees conferred by the 1,364 degree-granting insli- 
tutiona of higher education during the year 1962-63,’ degrees granted 
by the 69 .land-grant institutions accounted for 21.4 percent of all 
bachdoPa and first professional degrees, 23.3 percent of all master’s 
and aeoond profeasional degreea, and 37.6 percent of all doctor’s 


Of the 66,249 baGhdor*a and first profeasional degrees omifemd 
during 1962-63 by the 69 land-g^t institutions, approximately 60 
percent were in four major eateries — 19.8 percent in Social Sciences, 
16.1 peroent in Education, 13.7 percent in Engineering, and 11.2 
peromit in Agriculture.

inoome for educataonal And general porpoeies, decreased 26.3 percent: 
This decrease wm mainly due to the decline in receipts from the 
Veteraitf* Administration for tuition and fees, a decrease of $354,154, 
or 42.3 percent. Inoome from the Federal Government, exclusive 
receipts from the Veterans’ Administration, decreased onlv 1.4 
porcent. Student fees, which were 13.3 percent of the total educa^ 
tional and general income of the institutions, increased 20,1 percent. 
All other educational and general income, which accounted for 5.5 
percent of the total, increased 8.5 percent. 

ExpaNDiTDBia (table 5). — In the 52 institutions, total expenditures 
for educational and general expenses during the fiscal year ended 
June 80, 1953, were $675,012,086, an^mcase of 9.2 percent over the 
preceding year. The percentage in^eases in the separate categories 
were: organised research, 13.2 percent; physical plant operation and 
maintenance, 10.0 percent; resident instruction, 9.4 percent; libraries, 
8.1 percent; a dminis tration and general, 5.5 percent; extension, 4.7 
percent; and oiganised activities, 4.5 percent. 

Expenditures for resident instruction accounted for nearly one* 
third (31.6 percent) of ^e total expenditures for educational 
general purposes in ths^2 institiitions. Orguiized resMrch expendi- 
were next with 29.2 percent. The r emaining 39.2 percent was 
distributed as followB: extension, 13.0 percent; physical plant operation 
and maintenance, 9.4 percent; administration and general, 7.5 percent; 
organised activities, 6.9 percent; and libraries, 2.4 percent. 

In the 17 institutions, total expenditures for educational ami 
general purposes were $17,572,529, an increase of 11.4 percent over 
the previous year. IncrMses occurred in 4 categories, ranging from 
5.6 percent in administratbn and general expense to 21.2 percent in 
libraries. Expoidituree for organised research, extension service, 
and organized activities related to instruction showed slight decreases, 
none in e x cess of 2.5 percent. Expenditures for resident instruction 
accounted for more than half (54.6 percent) of the total amount spent 
for educational and general purposes. 

Tbs Qoubtiobmaisb.— a questionnaire in three parts is sent an- 
nually to each land-grant institution. Part I is a report on staff and 
students;^art H, a report on finances with a detailed schedule of 
Federal funds received by the institution; and Part m, a report on 
Federal endowment funds, including inoome from these fun^, 
on reoeipts and expenditores of the Federal appropriations recmved 
throu|^ the Morrill-Nelson and Bankhead-JoiM Acts. 

Tlie questionnaire employed to gather data for this publication 
diffmd from the one used for the year ended June 80, 1952, princi- 
pally in Part I. EnroOments were requested in four additional 
fielda — ^Forestry, library Science, Musio, and Vetoinary Medicine. 
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Earned degrees confe^ were not requested. Reports submitted 
by the land-grant institutions in the survey, Earned Degrees Conferred 
by Higher Edwational InstituHone, 196t-^S, were used in order to 
coippUe the data for table 7.
